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Davin’s Drive Grows in 2023

Davin Alves won't be looking to repeat his 2022 
holiday food-donation fundraiser, he has decided to take it to 
another level with Davin’s 2" Annual Holiday Food Drive. 

A year after launching a raffle with a goal of 50 
donations to buy food he would donate to the United Way of 
New Bedford and then seeing a much greater response than 
he planned on, the Sippican Elementary School fifth grader is 
thinking bigger in 2023. 

On Black Friday, November 24, Davin sent 100 letters 
out to area businesses to let them know what he has in mind. 

“T mean, after I did it that year, I kind of wanted to do 
it a lot next year because I just thought it'd be a good idea,” 
said Davin, whose sudden rush of response last year was not 
what propelled his interest in making this an annual effort. “I 
kind of wanted to do this all the time for the holidays.” 

His mother Kathylee says the Alves family, originally 
from New Bedford, has been in Marion for five years now so 
this year, Damien’s Food Pantry in Wareham and the Marion 
Food Pantry will join the United Way of New Bedford as 
recipients of food purchased with the proceeds from Davin’s 
effort. 

Last year, Davin raised nearly $1,000 in donations. This 
year he anticipates more, and that means 

Davin’s sister Ella, soon to turn 10, was among the 
local Girls Scouts who participated in food donations at the 
General Store. 

Meantime, Davin has been laying the groundwork for 
his second season of collecting donations. 

“I probably have to start making copies of things. 
Ihave to sort all five of these papers out,” said Davin, 
explaining the explanatory package that area businesses 
are receiving. “The first one was, like, me writing stuff. The 
second was about the front picture, the third and fourth one 
was about the story, and the fifth one was just about my 
mom’s idea thing...” 

The project has also piqued the interest of Davin’s 
classmates. 

“Definitely. They’re kind of like asking me, ‘How can

I donate?’ I just tell them I’m going to start making fliers, 
and I’m putting them around the school so you know,” he 
explained. 

David says Sippican Elementary School faculty has 
been supportive, especially Ella’s third-grade teacher Mary 
Jayne Couet and Principal Marla Brown. 

Davin is changing up some of the raffle prizes this year 
to spark more interest. 

“I did a raffle because I thought it would be good 
because a lot more people would donate to that,” he said.

Holiday Cheer Comes Full Circle 
This Mattapoisett Life

She had ordered two pies from the Cushman Bakery, 

a home delivery service that came once a week bringing 
pastries and breads I can still vividly remember. Pulling up to 
Ma’s kitchen door, the uniformed driver didn’t want to hand 
two pies to a little squirt. 

“Go get you mommy, little girl,” he said with a jolly 
chuckle. 

I can’t remember this gentleman’s name, but I clearly 
remember the delicious, yeasty aroma that oozed out into the 
surrounding atmosphere. I could have happily eaten the air 
around me. 

It was Christmastime. The pumpkin and mincemeat 
pies, along with plum pudding (from a can of course), would 
be the finale of this day. It was the 1950s, and women were 
embracing all modern conveniences when it came to cooking, 
including home delivery of bakery goodies. 

Ma could have made pies from scratch. She had all the 
tools, including a meat grinder. She knew the techniques. 
But with so many other chores waiting for her attention, she 
could trust that the Cushman pies would be appreciated 
possibly more than any effort on her part. And it was a time 
to learn kitchen skills. 

I learned how to peel potatoes and carrots, using old 
kitchen utensils and watching my mother’s hands in action. 
It was important that the blade be positioned just under the 
potato skin to ensure that the white flesh wasn’t cut away. 
The carrot peeler was very old, but the thin blades perfectly 
removed the carrot peels. Lessons in cutting the vegetables 
into mouth-sized pieces would come in later years. 

Five pounds of potatoes, two pounds of carrots, half a 
gallon of gravy, two cans of cranberry sauce and those pies, 
it was hard to contain my excited, tiny body. There would be 
leftovers from our traditional meal of turkey and gravy with 
all the fixings. Yes, there had been a few gifts, new PJ’s, new 
socks, a stocking filled with fruits and nuts. Better than the 
Thanksgiving Day meal, the Christmas Day feast outshone

School Mascots ... Indians, Devils and Bulldogs 
Thoughts on...

As you drive by Old Rochester High School, you will 
see a flashing sign that says, “Home of the Bulldogs.” 

The Bulldog has been the nickname of the school for 62 
years, over a half a century. Hard to believe for an old fella 
like me who graduated in the third class. The origin of the 
nickname is a great story and one worth repeating, so I will. 

Charles Jefferson, a standout member of the first ORR 
football team, was the inspiration for the name. Coach Frank 
Almeida, who heard someone in the crowd say Charlie 
“played like a bulldog” for his fearless play, suggested the 
team adopt the nickname “Bulldogs.” And so a nickname 
was born, soon to be followed by a real, live bulldog mascot 
named “Trouble.” 

Coach Almeida confirmed the story years later. Soon 
after that first year, I was called upon to paint the original 
Bulldog logo on the center circle of the gymnasium floor. 

I was rewarded with a “lifetime” pass to all ORR athletic 
events. The pass was lost long ago, but I’m still here. 
(Hmmm ... wonder if it still is valid?) 

The ORR community is lucky to have a mascot which 
has existed without controversy for so long. This is not 
always the case. Not long-ago, nearby Dartmouth had their 
own dispute over their Indian mascot. After a four-year-long 
debate, their school board voted to keep the “Chief” logo. 

It is estimated that until recently there were over 300 high 
schools in the U.S. and Canada with indigenous-imagery- 
inspired mascots. I taught at two of them. 

No one ever considered the head-dressed Chief's 
profile at Grafton High School anything but distinguished. It 
never occurred to anyone that the school’s logo was racist. Of 
course, there weren’t any Native Americans in the school. We 
didn’t have any students costumed as feathered warriors or 
painted cheerleaders doing the “tomahawk chop” at football 
games. The consensus was that the school was honoring the 
Native Americans who founded the town. Still, I recalled 
that the school’s student newspaper was the “War Path,” and 
the Superintendent's monthly newsletter was called “Smoke 
Signals.”

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In 2020, they changed their name to the Gators, though 
I don’t recall any alligators in Lake Ripple upon whose 
shores the school rested. 

At my next teaching assignment, the school’s 
nickname was the “Tomahawks.” In 2021, it became clear 
that it was time to retire the name, and the letter “T” became 
the school’s temporary logo. After 10 months, the students 
voted to become the “Titans.” 

Sometimes a nickname change is in order just to avoid 
controversy. Natick High School changed its nickname 
from “Redmen,” even though the term originally referred 
to the football team’s red jerseys (not Native Americans), 
to “Redhawks.” To the best of my knowledge, no hawks 
protested. 

The concern over school mascots is not new. Fairhaven 
High had their own issue many years ago when a group of 
parents protested the nickname “Blue Devils.” They were 
concerned that the school was advocating devil worship. 
Suffice it to say, the Blue Devils are alive and well to this 
day. Some schools have mascots that would surely create 
controversy in today’s “woke” world, yet they carry on. 

As far as school mascots go, panthers, bears, bulldogs 
and other innocent animals seem to be popular. Even devils 
seem pretty innocuous compared to one high school in 
Idaho. Orofino High School are the “Maniacs.” The mascot 
is a maniac ina straitjacket. Orofino is near the state mental 
hospital. 

A number of local, mental-health support groups 
protested the name, but the school board voted to retain the 
mascot because it had “nothing to do with the hospital,” 
rather it was chosen because fans at a football game many 
years ago said the team played like maniacs. (They should 
have played like bulldogs.) Supporters claim the crazed, 
electric haired, jumping mascot is merely a fan. Oh sure. 

Richland (Washington) High School claims the 
“Bombers” and proudly sports a mushroom cloud on their 
athletic jerseys. The nickname honors the Boeing B-17 
“Flying Fortress,” which dropped more bombs during World 
War II than any other aircraft. You can’t make this up. 

Yuma (Arizona) High School are the “Criminals.” 
Soon after its founding, it moved to the abandoned Yuma 
Territorial Prison, where classes were taught in the cell-block 
area, and assemblies were held in the prison hospital. They 
beat the Phoenix football team, who naturally claimed Yuma 
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“stole” the game. The school store is named the “Cell Block” 
- or is it the “Sell Block” - I forget. 

And finally, there is the Freeport (Illinois) High School 
“Pretzels.” The legend is that the school board members were 
sitting around one day drinking beer and eating pretzels and 
“Walla!” a new nickname was born.

Tough Break on Sewer Bill 
Marion Select Board

The Marion Select Board denied two requests for sewer 
abatements, one of those cases especially painful given its 
five-figure, bottom line. 

Frederick Mock will have to pay his $11,133.56 sewer 
bill, despite not being present when approximately 30,000 
gallons of water went through his sprinkler system at 5 
Moorings Road while he was away. 

Department of Public Works Director Becky Tilden, 
who recommended against issuing the abatement based on 
established billing practices, reported to the Select Board that 
the owner of the private sewer system had not received an 
occupancy permit until after the billing period. The meter, 
said Tilden, was installed on July 6 and despite an initial 
glitch that was rectified the next day, was operable through 
the billing period. 

Select Board member Norm Hills compared the 30,000 
gallons of water to what would be held by 3% tanker trucks. 

“T’m surprised it didn’t wash away,” he said, 
explaining to Chairman Toby Burr that even without an 
occupancy permit, “they still owned the property. Whether 
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they were there or not, the meter was still running.” 

Burr was admittedly torn on the matter. “We know it 
didn’t go into the sewer,” he said. 

Tilden said an abatement would only have precedence 
if the inflated bill was due to a leak outside the dwelling, and 
that would be a partial sewer abatement only if the property 
owner showed proof that it was a leak. An example would be 
irrigation but not a faulty toilet. 

Select Board member Randy Parker conducted 
several electrical inspections on behalf of Marion’s Building 
Department. He said it is a brand-new house with nobody in 
the house. 

“Td like to do something, but I don’t know how,” he 
said. 
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Town Administrator Geoff Gorman relayed from 
Marion’s legal counsel that there is support on either side of 
the argument. 

“I would think that volume or property certainly 
didn’t go through the sewer,” said Parker, who admittedly 
gained familiarity with the project while on five or six 
electrical inspections. “I want to do the right thing. I just 
want to be fair with everyone. ... It’s too bad we don’t have 
some sort of a mechanism. There’s not that much we 
can do about it unfortunately.” 

Hills articulated concern against setting a precedent. 
He further suggested that the owner should be “really 
upset” with the people running the sprinkler. “We weren’t in 
drought,” he noted. 
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The vote denying the abatement was unanimous. 

Parker recused himself from the discussion and vote 
on the $516.12 sewer-abatement request made at 460 Front 
Street by property owner George Linzee. 

Tilden once again explained her recommendation 
against approving an abatement. She explained a billing 
anomaly based on estimated bills from two prior quarters. 

“I believe that the bill was due to the two estimated 
bills (based on the previous three quarters, one of which 
under prior ownership), and this one is a catch-up,” said 
Tilden. “I did say I’d bring it forward. ... I don’t recommend 
(approving an abatement) because we would need a reason. 
Tilden further explained that consumption was running high 
on both meters, the one in place and the one that replaced it 
to test. 

The board held a shorter meeting on November 21. 

Among the board’s actions was the approval of a 
Water/Sewer commitment for $3,332.27 (final readings 
November 13.) 

Gorman was excited to promote the Old Rochester 
Regional Unified Basketball Team’s fundraiser game against 
Tri-Town Police and Fire personnel, which was to follow the 
meeting at the high school gym. 

Other events coming up include the Senior Dinner 
scheduled for Saturday, December 2, at 12:00 pm at the 
Cushing Community Center. Prior registration was required, 
as was the case for the Marion Police Brotherhood’s “Pizza 
with Santa” event on Sunday, December 3, from 11:00 am to 
1:00 pm, also at the community center. 

At both events, new, unwrapped toy donations will be 
accepted for the annual “Fill a Cruiser” drive. 

In other actions made on Tuesday, the Select Board 
approved the Beverly Yacht Club’s request for a change of 
officers and postponed the appointment of a police officer at 
Chief Richard Nighelli’s request. The matter will be taken up 
at the board’s December 19 meeting. 

The board closed the public session of Tuesday’s 
meeting and entered executive session to strategize for 
negotiations nonunion personnel in the Marion Fire 
Department and the harbormaster and also with respect to 
litigation with Marion Golf Club. 

The next meeting of the Marion Select Board is 
scheduled for Tuesday, December 5, at 5:00 pm at the 
Cushing Community Center, where the Board of Assessors 
will also appear for the town’s annual tax-classification 
public hearing. Immediately following the meeting will be 
the town employees’ holiday party. 


Featherbed Solar Project Extended to 2027 
Rochester’s Conservation Commission

Some solar projects take a lot longer to complete than 
others. Rochester’s Conservation Commission on November 
21 approved a request to extend the Order of Conditions for 
the Featherbed Lane South Solar project at 0 Featherbed Lane 
for three years, until February of 2027. 

Appearing before the board on Zoom, the petitioner’s 
engineering consultant, Carolyn Booth, explained the 
developer is working on acquiring funding for required 
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upgrades to the parcel’s infrastructure, and that is why they 
need that much time to complete the Order of Conditions the 
ConCom has imposed on the project. With little discussion, 
the board approved what will be an extension until February 
4, 2027. 

In March, the project developers told the Planning 
Board that Eversource has given them three years to 
complete the upgrades necessary to accept the additional 
power expected to be generated by the solar installation. 

The commission then approved a Certificate of 
Compliance for the construction of a single-family home 
with sewerage disposal system, utilities, site clearing and 
grading at 8 Gerrish Road close to a wetland bog. 

No one representing the petitioners was present at the 
meeting, in which commission member Ben Bailey added 
the condition that the property owners, Jesper and Jennifer 
Ingerslev, keep the lawn in front of the bog properly mowed 
under an ongoing Order of Conditions. The board agreed to 
add this condition and will respond if the Ingerslevs object to 
it. 

Next, the board continued two hearings in response 
to the petitioners’ requests to do so until January 16. One 
is for a Notice of Intent to build a 15-acre, self-storage 
facility at Kings Highway and Route 28 that will feature the 
construction of seven self-storage buildings located within 
the 100-foot wetlands buffer zone. 

The other is BWC Snows Pond LLC’s Notice of Intent 
plan to build a solar array on 12.55 acres of a 31-acre parcel at 
0 Cushman Road. Both petitioners requested a continuance 
until December 19. The commission, however, reasoned it 
may not meet on that date. 

The Rochester Conservation Commission scheduled 
its next meeting for Tuesday, December 5, at 7:00 pm at Town 
Hall, 1 Constitution Way. 


Old Water Building to Be Demolished 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The November 27 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission found Chairman Mike King 
explaining what the commission’s role is in the Notice of 
Intent application filed by Allan Pineda and Mary Manning, 
33 Church Street. The former Water Department building 
nestled in the heart of the village was sold to Pineda and 
Manning, who have plans to demolish the existing, single- 
story structure and construct a two-story residence. 

During the project’s initial review by the ZBA earlier 
in November, the board sent the project back to conservation 
before opening the filing. Present at that meeting, an abutter 
represented by Attorney Perry listed a number of reasons 
why the sale was improperly executed by the town. ZBA 
Chairman Susan Akin said those matters would be addressed 
at the ZBA’s December meeting. 

King said that state regulations require the commission 
to review the project to determine if it has any jurisdiction. 
After a review of the NOI application represented by Andy 
Stackpole of Field Engineering, the commissioners ruled 
that the project met the Wetlands Protection Act and the 
performance standards as noted by FEMA. 
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The project was conditioned with a few special 
conditions, including the removal of demolished waste from 
the property versus stockpiling on the site, a designated 
washout space for concrete and a visible fencing of the site. 
The project is now slated to return to the ZBA, which will 
make the determination of the Special Permit and Variance 
application pending. 

When asked by abutter T.J. Bolger of 31 Church Street 
if the lot is buildable, King said the commission is charged 
with upholding the Wetlands Protection Act, not zoning 
issues. But, “if someone spends the money — a lot of old 
lots become buildable — a person has a right to protect their 
investment,” he added. 

In other business, a Request for Determination 
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of Applicability filed by Philip and Gaynor Frost, 112 
Mattapoisett Neck Road, for verification of wetland types 
and boundaries, received a Negative Box 1 decision. Also 
receiving a negative decision was a RDA filed by the 
Mattapoisett Highway Department for drainage work along 
Fairhaven Road to Acushnet Road. 

ANOI filed by Jay Dupont, 12 Old Mattapoisett Neck 
Road, for septic upgrades, was continued to December 11, 
pending state Department of Environmental Protection 
numbering. 

Stephen Schwartz, 48A Shore Drive, received 
conditioning for a NOI requesting approval to repair an 
existing stone jetty. 

Two Certificates of Compliance were issued to David 
Meeker, 93 Mattapoisett Neck Road, and, David and Mary 
Wilson, 15 Fieldstone Road. 

The commission discussed the need to change 
approximately half of the 2024 meeting schedule from 
Mondays to Tuesdays, allowing for environmental agent 
Brandon Faneuf’s new schedule. The agent will be assisting 
another community. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Monday, December 11, at 6:30 
pm. 


ZBA Seeks Counsel on Heron Cove

Geoff Gorman, ZBA Chairperson Cynthia Callow asked 
Steen to verify his request that the town henceforth regard 
those timelines as insubstantial as opposed to substantial. 
Callow reported that Gorman was concerned that Steen was 
scheming to avoid paying sewer installation fees but believes 
the developer is merely looking to defer those payments. 
Callow read from Bobrowski’s letter, “We are not 
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looking or expecting any of the fees to be waived. We will 
be paying the total amount of fees previously agreed to. 
(Those include) $590,000 for the (infiltration and inflow 
sewer-related treatment), $410,000 for (sewer) connection, 
and up to, not to exceed $110,000 as a contribution toward 
the replacement of the Creek Road (pump) station. We are 
simply requesting the timing of the payments be adjusted 
pursuant of the former requests.” 

Callow then turned to the ZBA membership, 
suggesting the involvement of Town Counsel. She suggested 
that with a tweak requiring that permit fees be waived 
until the beginning of the laying of a foundation, “I think 
everybody would be in agreement with that, and I think that 
we could go forward with the project.” 

Not everyone agreed. 

Tucker Burr articulated concern that Steen could put 
himself in a position to drag things out, but Callow reminded 
him that the ZBA set a five-year limit on construction, a year 
of which has been eaten up without any activity on the site. 

Burr thinks it could handcuff the town by releasing 
the leverages it presently has with the requirements of the 
agreement on payments 10 days after the issuance of permits. 

“T think that he has no intention of ever building the 
sewer. I think the only way that sewer line’s ever getting 
built is if Matt Zuker builds it,” said Burr. 

Callow did not hesitate to disagree. “Matt Zuker hasn’t 
done anything either,” she said. 

“I think what winds up happening is they get into a 
game of chicken, and it just never gets built,” said Burr. “I 
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think they’re both going to be in this game of chicken, and 
what’s going to happen is Marion is going to end up with 
this 40B development that we’re going to be obligated to 
always support and have absolutely no strings to pull on. 
Then we’re going to eventually get below the 8% (affordable 
housing), we're still going to be obligated to let him build 

it, and other people are going to be able to come in over the 
next five years and apply for a 40B.” 

The present agreement obligates the developer to 
install a sewer line to serve the project along the northern 
portion of Route 6, Wareham Road, to Hill Street. Said 
sewer line is to be designed and installed in accordance 
with all rules, regulations and policy as approved by the 
Marion Water & Sewer Commissioners (the Select Board.) 
Construction and installation is a condition precedent 
(antecedent) to the issuance of a building permit. (Callow 
noted that this condition was not part of the original 
agreement.) 

Within 10 days following the receipt of a single or 
combination of building permits, the applicant shall pay the 
town $590,000 for the town’s use for improving the I/1 into 
the town’s wastewater treatment work. 

In the same time frame, the agreement obligates Steen 
to pay the town 10% of the bid cost to repair and replace the 
Creek Road Pump Station up to a maximum payment of 
$110,000, the same deemed a critical component of the town’s 
sewer system. 

In the same time frame, Steen is to pay the town 
$410,000 for connection to the town’s wastewater treatment 
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work. 

Callow’s interpretation of Steen’s request is that he 
wanted to pull a building permit without being required 
to pay these fees within the next 10 days. “That’s my 
understanding,” she said. 

Callow stuck to her optimism that Steen intends to 
build his affordable-housing development. 

“I do not believe they are stalling tactics,” said Callow. 
“T think it has to do with economy, I think it has to do with 
he’s a businessman.” Callow acknowledged that Zuker’s 
delay most likely factors in Steen’s. 

Callow’s understanding of the overall plan is that 
Steen and Zuker are obligated to split the costs of sewer 
upgrades in keeping with their agreements with the town, 
but she feels as though, right when they should be meeting 
to work things out, they go away from each other. 

Callow told the membership that Gorman has granted 
her permission to discuss the matter directly with Town 
Counsel. She encouraged the board to submit questions. 

Citing past losses in legal battles with Steen over 
“substantial versus insubstantial” changes, Callow advised 
the board not to make that a battlefield for the town. 

“We're treading on thin ice here, and we’re all trying 
to do the right thing by the town. I think he intends to build 
it, Ijust do. He’s never given me a reason (to doubt),” said 
Callow, emphasizing due diligence at this point. “That is my 
plan going forward.” 

Select Board member Randy Parker, in attendance, was 
given the floor, and said he has gone through the agreement 
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“thoroughly” and discussed the issues with Gorman and 
Grillo. 

“I’m agreeable to it. I think it’s a cash-flow thing,” said 
Parker. “I think the price of money is expensive, and quite 
frankly for him to get going on this and spend all that money 
up front have to pay interest ... is expensive. I find him to be 
sincere.” 

Parker admitted to prior confusion over the issue of 
Steen paying for permits but insisted the rest of the matter is 
about cashflow. 

Callow agreed. 

Grillo suggested tweaks to the latter to be submitted 
to legal counsel for feedback, stating that the permits shall 
be issued without any “initial fees.” He also suggested the 
addition of a sentence stipulating that “all building permit 
fees to be paid in full prior to the start of foundation for each 
individual unit.” 

Because Steen will have a separate building permit for 
each unit, Grillo said Steen should not have to pay for all the 
permits at once. 

In the end, all members present supported the action. 

After a continued public hearing, applicants Eric 
Winer and Nancy Borstelmann were voted a Special Permit 
allowing the extension of an existing, nonconforming, side- 
yard setback at 18 West Avenue. 

“What we’re doing is extending an existing 
nonconformity on the north, gable end of the structure,” said 
Representative Henry Bobeck, noting a detached garage with 
a living space. 
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Callow thanked the applicants for agreeing to continue 
the case due to the lack of membership available to hear the 
case. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals was not scheduled upon adjournment. 


EMC Pushing for Solar atop Police Station 
Marion Energy Management Committee

A not-your-everyday feature on Monday’s Marion 
Energy Management Committee agenda was the Town 
Administrator’s Energy Reduction Plan. 

Only without agenda author Christian Ingerslev — the 
chairman was away and unable to attend the November 27 
meeting — the committee was at a loss to define the item. 
However, rather than bypass it, a lively banter ensued as 
to whether this might mean the Energy Reduction Plan 
submitted to the state when the Town of Marion first joined 
Green Communities or a new one to be composed now 
that Marion has reached the state-prescribed, 20% energy- 
reduction goal. 

“We have gone from top to bottom with just a few 
exceptions that didn’t seem like the right thing to do, and 
we've done new (initiatives) ... We’re eligible for more 
grant money,” said EMC member Bill Saltonstall, further 
noting that he and Marion Facilities Manager Shaun 
Cormier recently met with Energy Source to discuss the 
utility company’s involvement in energy upgrades to the 
town’s Wastewater Treatment Plant. Those will include heat 
pumps and new computer / operating systems. “I expect 
them to write a proposal similar to the one in the (original) 
paperwork.” 

Saltonstall reported that Cormier would also like to 
install heat pumps at the Police Department instead of gas 
heat. “I expect they will come up with a request for money 
for that,” he said. 

The committee also revisited solar projects, but 
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Saltonstall said there is no grant money forthcoming for 
those. He expects Energy Source to write up information on 
the projects that would be eligible for grant funding over the 
next three or four months. 

EMC member Eileen Marum asked if the town 
administrator is thinking about going through buildings the 
town has renovated in order to “get them tighter.” She also 
identified the Town House elevator and shaft as energy- 
leaking areas. 

“Whenever Shaun’s got time, they’re taking on another 
room or two (in the Town House) for interior modifications 

.. right now, most of the rooms in the building are 
uninsulated,” said Saltonstall, estimating that the town paid 
between $300,000 and $400,000 for window work at the Town 
House. “I think it’s a lot better than it was.” 

EMC member Alanna Nelson, presiding over the 
meeting in Ingerslev’s absence, said that an endowment to 
the Music Hall paid for an audit of that building’s energy 
profile performed by DG Services. She said they produced a 
good idea of what an energy-reduction plan should look like. 

The Cape and Vineyard Electric Cooperative (CVEC) 
is representing Marion in negotiations to establish the long- 
planned, capped-landfill, solar project at Benson Brook, but 
the EMC membership that has worked so long in trying to 
make this happen is ironically sitting outside the information 
highway where it concerns hard financial figures for a 
power-purchase agreement on a lease program and the 
project’s current status. 

In an update on the Department of Public Works 
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operations center, Saltonstall, whose son Will Saltonstall is 
the lead designer of the new approved for Benson Brook, 
told the committee that while he has heard a little about 
the project, he thinks “they’re still haggling out budget 
problems.” 

The EMC would dearly love to see a solar array on 
the new DPW’s roof, and the designed is meant to make 
that possible. Solar, however, is not in the construction 
budget and is not funded via the state’s Green Communities 
program. 

DPW funding was approved in a May 9, 2022, vote to 
authorize the town to borrow $3,000,000 toward a $4,500,000, 
three-building headquarters that would include repair 
bays and office space in one building, covered parking in 
another and the salt shed in a third. That plan has since been 
consolidated to one building for operations and storage and 
a second structure for the salt shed. 

According to Saltonstall, solar projects below a 15kw 
capacity, which includes most single-family homes, move 
with far greater ease through the bureaucratic process and 
get a grid connection. Therefore, the EMC has directed its 
attention toward smaller projects first, and the best of those 
is the Police Department building off Route 6 across from 
Benson Brook Road. 

Police headquarters was described as “a nice, clean 
building” with ample “dead space” that would make a solar 
array “easy to wire” and with “enough roof space to go up to 
(the 15kw) limit.” 

The committee is still looking at the Cushing 
Community Center roof and obviously, the DPW roof, as 
places for solar panels.

“PowerOptions wanted to make a proposal on all of 
these things ... I’d love to see some proposals, but the first 
one is the Police Department,” said Saltonstall. “How much 
further we can go, I don’t know. We're going to have to get a 
lease agreement.” 

Saltonstall is working with EMC member Tom 
Friedman on the lease agreement, and Nelson agreed that the 
Police Department “is the hot spot.” 

Nelson senses more progress with CVEC than 
Saltonstall has had with PowerOptions and Friedman with 
Blue Skies. The members want meetings and information 
that would inform their next steps. 

Nelson said the town would give the CVEC a list 
of Marion projects and dimensions, and in turn the CVEC 
would come up with estimates so Marion could put work 
into producing bid documents. 

“Because interconnection pricing is already taken care 
of, they should be ready to roll,” said Nelson, who added 
that the costs are frequently absorbed by the CVEC before 
it rolls around and comes back to the town. The immediate 
objective is to learn what the town would have to pay and 
when. When Nelson acquires that information, she will 
report back to the EMC. 

As for the solar array at the Benson Brook landfill, 
remaining delays can be traced to lease agreements. Nelson 
and Saltonstall agree that for the town to approve a lease 
agreement, the committee needs to know more information. 
The town is waiting on others. 

What the committee would really like is for Maria 
Marasco of CVEC, Lisa Sullivan of Green Communities 
and Town Administrator Geoff Gorman to meet with the 
committee and help the members tie up loose ends. 

“We used to have people come all the time. I think 
we should overtly invite them,” said EMC member Jennifer 
Francis, attending the meeting remotely. 

Friedman suggested that this may extend beyond 
draggy processes but include pullbacks and attempts to 
renegotiate. 

“I wouldn't be surprised if this is falling into that same 
black hole as offshore wind ... approved by the state at a 
certain rate, then withdrawn as unacceptable because of the 
perception that they can do better,” he said. 

Saltonstall said it has become easier to track the status 
of township vehicles because the vehicle identification 
number for every registered vehicle has become more 
accessible. Even if a vehicle is moved to another department, 
it has to be more energy-efficient than the one it replaces. 

Saltonstall told the committee he was ready to give 
the Green Communities report by Tuesday, the day after 
the EMC’s public meeting. Friedman suggested linking to 
the report via the committee’s page on marionma.gov and 
said he would inquire on the matter with Town Clerk Lissa 
Magauran. 

The committee will hear from Arnie Johnson, the 
proprietor of the Fieldstone store on Route 6. Johnson will 
attend the EMC’s January 22 meeting and talk about his 
expansion plan. Marum suggested that Ingerslev, Saltonstall, 
Friedman and Francis can make recommendations, given 
they all have solar panels on their houses. 
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The next meeting of the Marion Energy Management 
Committee is scheduled for Monday, January 22, 2024, at 6:00 
pm at the Police Station on Route 6.

The November 14th meeting of the Mattapoisett Select 
Board concerning Trees and the Main Street to Marion Road 
project is not a consensus.

Proposal 4 only has a sidewalk on the north side of the street,

» with his beloved wife Joan by his side. He 
was 97 years old. 
Born in Boston, son of the late 
Baron H. and Margaret Jones Elliot Martin, 
he lived in Boston until 1972 moving to 
Wareham. Before becoming ill, he was living at the Bay Club 
in Mattapoisett. 

Survivors include his wife, Joan (Kapolchok) Martin; 
his daughter Lauren B Martin of New York; his cousin who 
was like a son to him, Atty. Ralph Martin and his wife Dr. 
Deborah Martin of Jamaica Plain and their sons Scott and 
Sam, and daughter Christine (husband Michael Moverman 
and daughter Simona.) 

There is no question that Judge Martin was a brilliant 
lawyer and Judge.

along Water, Town Beach and Beacon Streets to save the 
trees, but an unfounded insistence by the Board deems street 
crossings (zig zags) to be unsafe. We have safe crossings now 
at several points along these streets and they have proved to 
be safe for walkers, joggers, and cyclists. 

Implement Measures to Promote Tree Longevity 
and Health. Trees along the roadway project were noted to 
be vulnerable to damage during road construction which 
requires digging and removing all material to a twenty 
inch depth. To date, VHB has not sufficiently addressed 
tree root, trunk, or canopy protection from excavation. Tree 
protection in the 25% plan submission indicates no digging 
beneath the tree canopy, precisely where road construction 
will occur. We encourage the Town, VHB, and Mass Dept of 
Transportation to implement arboricultural best practices 
to insure longevity, and health of tree roots, trunks, and 
branches during construction. All trees along the road project 
are vulnerable and all should be supported to live long after 
the project is complete.

He was named Associate Justice of the Appellate Division by 
Chief Justice Samuel Zoll in 1990. 

There are countless stories of people that he helped 
when their lives were falling apart and they were standing be- 
fore him in the court. He would help them see their value and 
a better way but they had to put in the work. He was a mentor 
to young law students, new judges, administrators and court 
personnel. And even after he retired, he continued, working 
on a team to bring the University of Massachusetts Law 
School (Southern New England Law School) to Dartmouth. 
Giving back is what Judge Martin did be it law students, the 
kid next door, or a caregiver. 

This is his Legacy. His mentors would be proud.

The Holdovers. Starring Paul Giamatti and Da’Vine 
Joy Randolph. Directed by Alexander Payne. 
Running time: 133 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now 
playing in theaters and on streaming 

The Holdovers foregrounds three people in 
varying degrees of pain. It’s nothing radical — indeed, 
it’s consciously retro, set in 1970-71 and styled as 
though it were made then. The “film print” carries 
the spots and soft pops of age; the soundtrack is 
mellow and morose. Some folks will snuggle inside 
this movie like a blanket, because it’s ultimately 
comforting. Others may respond to it in a more prickly 
fashion, though it’s probably not meant to be held 
up to practical or political objections. Still, this is an 
atypically compassionate film from the previously cool 
and cynical Alexander Payne (Sideways, Nebraska), it’s 
gorgeous to look at, and it works if you don’t think 
about it too much. 

Payne reunites with Sideways star Paul 
Giamatti, who specializes in finding the relatable or 
entertaining qualities in dissatisfied, dyspeptic men. 
Here, the script by David Hemingson serves Giamatti 
the role of Paul Hunham on a platter. Hunham teaches 
classical history at Barton, a New England boarding 
school. Various physical quirks have given him an eye 
condition and an illness that makes him smell like fish. 
Hunham is written as a strict and derisive martinet 
who slowly thaws in the company of others. The role is 
entirely in Giamatti’s wheelhouse, and it never requires 
him to take any chances. An Oscar nomination, and 
perhaps a win, has been signed, sealed, and delivered 
to him. Not that he doesn’t deserve it. 

Hunham is obligated to stay at Barton over the 
Christmas break and supervise five students who can’t 
go home for whatever reason. Soon the group of kids is 
reduced to one, Angus Tully (Dominic Sessa), a smart 
kid more or less throwing himself away because of 
trauma involving his parents. Completing the trio here 
is Mary Lamb (Da’Vine Joy Randolph), who runs the 
school cafeteria and whose son, a Barton grad, recently 
died in Vietnam. Mary is a Black woman surrounded 
by white guys who come from money and think they 
have problems. The white kids go off to college; the 


Black kids get fea off to kill aad die. The movie 
makes its points about this subtly, which is to say 
inoffensively, non-stridently. Payne wants to compare 
and contrast pain divided by race or generation. 

The director gets quietly affecting performances 
out of everyone (Randolph’s Oscar buzz, also deserved, 
is even louder than Giamatti’s), even newcomer 
Sessa. I wish I trusted Payne’s good faith enough 
to view certain details more charitably, such as the 
school staffer (Carrie Preston) who brings Hunham 
Christmas cookies and has lipstick on her teeth — 
why? Why score a mean laugh off this kind woman 
who later invites everyone to her Christmas party? 
(This character also suffers from one of the script’s 
more pointless curveballs.) But the story’s inherent 
sentimentality must have touched Payne somehow, 
even on a nostalgic level, because this kind of joke 
eventually fades out of the movie and a sort of warm 
curiosity takes over. Ultimately it’s about Hunham 
redefining what he means by “Barton men.” Nostalgia, 
and wanting things always to stay the same, are a 
comforting but smothering blanket that must be cast 
off. 

Misgivings about Payne aside, he has put 
together a tonally satisfying fable in which people 
watch each other carefully and wait for them to reveal 
hidden layers. All three main figures start out wanting 
to be left alone in their misery, like emotional Scrooges, 
but learn to reach out to others, to be part of something 
larger, a community. Or just to leave the womblike 
solace of the known — to be born.

From the Files of the 
Rochester Historical Society

It seems that any article about area taverns that I have 

come across at the museum ends with the admonishment 
that many a farmer or worker ended up in the alms house 
after spending all his money on liquor. Perhaps it was this 
philosophy that was behind the temperance movement in 
the towns of old Rochester that started long before the 18th 
Amendment ushered in Prohibition and the banning of all

alcohol in the United States 
which lasted from 1920-1933.

“spiritous liquor”. 

A second petition was later sent, and it contained 
more emotional language pleading the case of the “wife’s 
streaming eyes over her naked and supperless children” 
whose husband’s drinking was ruining their lives. 

In Mattapoisett, feelings were strong. Ship captains 
tired of drunken crews involved themselves in town affairs 
and began working to ban liquor at events like town picnics 
and clambakes. For many years Rochester was known as a 
dry town. 

Rochester’s various villages formed what was known 
as “cold water armies” made up primarily of women and 
children. By the 1840’s, Total Abstinence Societies were 
being formed. Dr. Robbins of Mattapoisett became a strong 
proponent of abstinence. 

The picture with this article is of the cover of a small 
book I found at the museum. It is “The New Temperance 
Melodies”. Inside are “Glees, Songs, & Pieces” that were 
composed to be used by temperance organizations in the 
United States and Canada. They were written by Stephen 
Eubbard and published by Oliver Ditson & Co. in 1859. In 
the preface, the author states his belief that music which 
“soothes, subdues and inspires” can influence the “great 
reformation of the day, the temperance reformation’. 

Several of the songs and their titles extol the value 
of cold water and urge all to come together to fight for 
temperance. However, my favorite song is titled “I’m not to 
Blame”. 

I want to thank Barbara Keohane for her list of “kid 
westerns” some of which I had forgotten, like Cisco Kid and 
Range Ryder. I have a feeling this list will show up in our 
next exhibit.
